Provisions of Wild 
Land Tax Act Medi- 
fied by Amendments 


At the last session 
vincial Legislature, the Wild 
Lands Tax Act was amended by 
legislation introduced by the Minis- 


of the Pro- 


ter of Municipal Affairs under 
whose direction this Act is admin- 
istered, 


One of the outstanding features 
of these amendments is the widen- 
ing of the provisions under which 
exemption from the tax might be 
secured. As the Act has been in 
torce during the past four years, all 
cultivation or pasturage of land 
whereby exemption might be se- 
cured, was required to take place 
during the year“previous to that 
in which the tax was levied. This 
being the case, the purchaser -ol 
tand from) the Dominion Govern- 
ment or trom the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company, who made bis 
purchase in the fall ot the year, 
had no opportunity to earn exemp- 
tion from the Wild Lands Tax in 


the following year. This was un- 
fair as the purchaser in question 
had no control of the land during 


the previous year, and was thus 
penalized because of a condition of 
afiairs beyond his control. The Act 
as li pow stands, provides that ex- 
emption may be granted if the cul- 


tivation takes place prior to the 
first day of August of the year in 
which the tax is levied. The 
amount of cultivation, and the 


number of head of stock pastured, 
is left as it was, namely, one quar- 
ter of the land must be cultivated, 
and there must be stock in the pro- 
portion of one head of cattle 
horses, or three sheep, to every ten 
acres. The provisions in regard to 
residence exemption also remains 
the same, namely, — a bona fide 
farmer who ts resident on bis laud 
is exempt for 640 acres, and such 
land may be any ptace within a ra- 
dius of nine miles from place 
of residence,
